THE CANDIDATES IN CONFUSION 


The Alger Men Charged With Earrel-Tap- 
ping, and the Sherman Men Likewise 
—Other Conventional Talk. 


CHicaGco, June 17,—[Special.}—It is any- 
body's fight with Sherman’s prospects a little 
brighter than anybody else, at least so itseoms 
tonight. By this time tomorrow night it may 
be entirely different, and indeed the situation 
may have changed by the time this telegram 
reaches Atlauta, for of all uncertainties the 
outcome of the republican convention is the 
most uncertain. 

Delegates from every part of the union have 
been piling in today and the convention kaleid- 
escope is assuming shape forthe numerous 
turns to which it will be subjected. Everything 
is badly mixed,and after another day’s prelim- 
jnary caucusing it is doubtful if the result will 
become any clearer thannow. The situation 
rather 

BECOMES MORE COMPLICATED 
as it progresses. The Sherman men appear to 
be in the best spirits tonight, and openly claim 
they have the fight whipped. The arrival of 
most of the southern delegates today has in- 
spired them with renewed confidence, and that 
the colored brother is expecting a wonderful 
interest in the Sherman boom and with heavily 
inflated lungs, and person, gaily bedecked with 
combats of numerous descriptions conveying 
their Sherman faith. They are storming the 
hotels to-night after their own vigorous fashion. 
It is observed, however, that the Southern del- 
cxate also leans very decidedly to Alger, as the 
next choice, and many of them are for the 
Michigan governor as first choice. Those that 
are, are emphatic in their opinion, and they 
talk about Alger, which they pronounce 
“Ajle-ger’’ in a manner which is convincing 
that he would become the greatest leader since 
the days of Moses, provided, of course, that to 
be convinced, those with whom he argue, must 
not limit the extent.or character of argument. 
Other contogents are indulging in considerable 
quiet complaint at the charge that 
“THE ALGER BAR’L” 

has been brought to the convention, and that it 
is‘‘on tap.’’ A Sherman leader, who has devoted 
most of the day to missionary work 
among the Southern delegates, said to night 
that Alger’s friends had opened the biggest 
barrel tapped for such a’ purpose, and con- 
tinuing, this apostle of the man who has made 
a notoriously corrupt canvass for the nomina- 
tion, said: 

‘‘Alger’s friends say he will have votes in 
every state. They evince poor judgment in 
making that claim. <Alger’s friends should 
remember that to get votes in some of the 
southern states they will be obliged to furnish 
an equivalent. Iunderstand that they have 
opened a secret, well—call it exchange—where 
certain delegates from the south have already 
been ‘‘seen,’’ and where others are to be sub- 
stantially encouraged. Alger’s friends have 
spent more money in booming their man than 
has been expended for all the other.caadidates. 
Michigan’s favorite son is undoubtedly a good 
business man, but the commercial methods of 
some of those who are working for him are not 
he! ping his cause.” 

This is one side of a two-sided controversy, 
and Shermanis the defendant onthe other. 
Not cnly Alger men, but the following of 
nearly all the other candidates, are 

DOWN ON SHERMAN 
for the way in which he has manipulated his 
boom, and particularly for the manner of his 
campaign in the south. He has antagonized 
the others by his extremely independent 
course, and will be made to feel the effect 
when the general break-up comes. 

That the bloody shirt will figure promi- 
nentiy in the convention there is no dogbt. 
Foraker, of Ohio, is here to take charge of it 
in person, and will do it with all the acrimony 
possible. When asked as tothe position of 
Ohio in the convention, Governor Foraker 
Said: * 

“Ghio’s position is simply this: We hayea 
united delegation here for Senator Sherman. 
Our delegates will support him solong as there 
is a possible chance for his nomination. We 
fee] quite confident he will be nominated--so 
confident, in fact, that we have not even con- 
sidered the matter of a second choice 
There is no just foundation for any of the 
taik that is going the rounds of some of the 
papers to the effect that his support is not 
earnest and sincere.” 

“What do you think of the outlook for 
republican success this fall?” 

“We are gratified as republicans to 
see such a waenificent gathering as that 
pouring into Chicago from all parts of the 
country. It indicates the party is alive to the 
importance of the nomination and the contest 
that is impending. This always meaus a vic- 
tory for us.” 

AS TO THE PLATFORM. 

“Wave you anything to say as to the plat- 
form that should be adopted?” 

T cannot speak as to the phraseology of the 
platform, but there are two great issues that 
will be expressed by it. There will be a dec- 
laration for a free ballot, and a fair count, and 
another for protective tariff. I pit the 
question of a pure ballot first, 
simply because it is idle to 
talk about the tariff or anything else until] the 
people are given an opportunity to express, 
by their votes, the conclusions they have 
reached. When we have done with argument 
the voters should be given a chance to deposit 
their ballots for wlomseever they please, It 
is no use to persuade a man he ought to agree 
with you if, when he and you arrive at the 
same conclusion, you allow him to be driven 
away from the ballot box with ashotgun when 
he wants to exercise the right of svuffrage. 
That plan won’t work any more.” 

Notwithstanding his cimphatie attest in 
Sherman’s behalf, there is no possible doubt 
but that, Foraker has his eye on the main 
chanee, and if Sherman is not nominated. his 
lieutenant will immediately loom up for the 
vice-presidency, provided the presidency goes 
to an eastern man. 

THE BLAINE MOVEMENT. 

As to Blaine there is nothing new 
to say further than that everything 
is conjectures. Every reader of Tuk Constt- 
TUTION is as familiar with this feature of the 
convention asif he were on the ground. It 
Stands today just where it stood yesterday ; 
even more so. Chauncey M. Depewand War- 
ner Miller, of New York, arrived lastevening. 
Mr. Depew declines to state whether he will 
be a candidate or not, and appears to be labor- 
ing under an unusual attack of solemnity.

BLAINK HEARD FROM. 

The Young Men’s Blaine club. of Chicago, 
mct this ailernoon, to perfect arrangements 
for its participation in the monster parade 
Which takes place tomorrow night, starting at 
the auditorium. The parade will be strictly a 
Blaire turnout, and at least 8,000 persons from 
Chicago and abroad are expected to take part 
init. Chairman Beard appointed a committee 
of ten to visit the various Blaine delegations 
In the city, and tender them _invi- 
lations to gather at the hall at 
headquarters, The California delegation 
has extended an invition to the local Blaine 
club to make its headquarters at the Leiand 
hotel, and the invitation has been accepted. 
Liie Columbus, Ohio, club and 
Kwepublican Flambeau club, will be among 
those to take part. 

MR. DEPEW IN TOWN. 

There have been noimportant developments 
today, but in the morning Mr. Depew is.to an- 
nounce his decision concerning his candidacy. 
Since his arrival Saturday night, Mr, Depew 
has, been busy sounding representative inen 
from the west on the advisability of his eandi- 
dacy, He has sent for many of the leading 
meu of Wisconsin, Minnesota, Kansas City 
and Nebraska and other agricultural states, 
and the result of his inquiries has not been reas- 
suring. Mr. Depew had aconference today with 
Marvin ILugitt, offthe Northwestern ra:iroad, 
who has been collecting some evidence con- 
cerning granger prejudices against the railroad 
president in the states of-the northwest. The 
statement is made tonight on geod authority 
that Depew will in the morning annonace his 
withdrawal from the contest, having become 
satisfied that the convention isin no inood to 
nominate him. In the whole-tield, New. York 
excepted, there is no sign of development. On 
Saturday everybody was waiting to see the 
cliect of the Cai:fornia boom for Blaine. 

Today everybody has been waiting on New 
York. New York has been waiting on De- 
pew. Tomerrow Depew is to speak, and then 
the scramble begins. The universal timidity 
about making “@ move in any direction con- 
tinues. Everybody is afraid to show his 
hand. Delegations uncommitted are 
inclined to skulk behind favorite sons, 
and await developments. New York is to 
make theo first move toward bringing out a 
line of action, but what she will do remains 
one of the mysteries of the hour. In case De- 
pew decides to stand as a candidate there is no 
question of the delegation being willing to 
vote for him unanimously, but in the more 
likely event of his withdrawal, a conference of 
the four delegates-at-large—Depew, Hiscock, 
Miller and Piatt—will be held immediately. 
These delegates will make an effort to unite 
upon some outside candidate, though there is 
little prospect of their being able to do so. 
Platt and Hiscock are said to favor Alger, 
while Miller is for Sherman. Whom Depew 
favors is not known, though he, too, is believed 
to have a leanihg toward Alger. <A few ofthe 
intiuential men iu the delegation, like Sena- 
tor Arkell and ex-Congressman Burleigh, fa- 
vor Harrison. The New York § dele- 
gation is divided into factions, 
each with strength that cannot 
be eleseiy estimated. Five New York dele- 
gates are for Gresham, and Senator Farwell 
and other Gresham workers are making an 
effort to forin a conrbination with the teading 
men in the east. William Walter Phelps has 
spont the day at Farwell’s country house.

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THE DEAD. KAISER 


The Revelation Made by the 


Autopsy. 

THE ROYAL MOURNEFS BY THE BIER 
The Preparations for the Funeral—The Pro- 
granime of Services for the Occasion — 
Viker Foreign News.

Perum, June 17.—The emperor ond em- 
press, accompanied by: the dowager Empress 
Susta, gnd the grand duke and grand 
chess_of Baden and other royalties, visited 

W hile they 
were assembled around ‘the bier of the dead 
monarch, Chaplain Koecel offered a_ brief 
prayer. Access tothe gallery was prohibited 
to the public until the royal party departed. 
On account of the want of space, it has not 
been possible to accede to the request of the 
provincial authorities for permission to attend 
the fuueral services in the Friedrichsk!rche. 
The only representatives of the Berlin author- 
ities will be the leading officials in the minis- 
teries and a committee of the-chief ciureh 
council. The obsequics will begin at 10 a. m. 

The post mortem examination was confined 
to a dissection of the neck, larynx and huings. 
In the larynx, which was found to have been 
destroyed by suppuration, wasa cavity about 
the size of a cliched ftirst. Dr. Mackenzie 
States, in the repurt which he prepered at the 

liiam, “that the dis- 
case was beyond doubt cancer of the larynx. 
lie adds that the diagnosis was rendered very 
difficult, as the disease attacked tire caruiage 
oi the lorynx at the outset, and afterwards de- 
veloped chiefly in the lower part of the car- 
tilage. The National Zeitung says that the 
autopsy proved that the larynx was completely 
destroyed by the cancer and that the putrid 
bronchitis existed, There was also inflamma- 
tion of the finer ramifications of the bronchial 
tubes, inte which putreseent par- 
ticles had entered. The whole larynx 
was ina state of suppuration and presented a 
soit lumpy mass, with sezrcely any trace of 
cartilaginous structure remaining. lLere was 
nothing toshow the existenee-of perforation of 
the walls separating the trachea and msepha- 
gus. Lhe ehoking sensation from which the 
emperor sulfered during the last days of his 
lie, Which was attributed to such perforation, 
appears to have been really due to the col- 
lapse of the larynx, owing to the destruction 
of the cartilage. The direct cause of the death 
is given as paralysis of the lungs. The post 
mortem examination occupied one hour. 

‘ithe ceremonies at the Castle Fredefichs- 
kron to-morrow will begin with the perform- 
ance of Bach’s “Bald Kufst Du Mich zu 
hoehren foieden.”’ Then the chorale ‘Jesus 
meine zuversicht’”’ will be sung, and Chaplain 
Koegel will offer prayer and bless the remains. 
After the singing of the chorale “Wenn Ich 
Einmal Soll Scheiden.’’ the coffin will be car- 
ried out to the castle. During the removal of 
the body the chorale “I know that my Re- 
deemer liveth,’’ will be sung All the 
churches were crowded to-day. The service 
in the cathedral was attended by Dr. Von 
Gosster, misister of ecclesiasiast.cal affairs, 
and many other high oiticials. The service 
opened with the singing of the fifty-fourth 
psalm. Whe litany was read by Chaplain 
Schroeder, who also preached the sermon. 
The public was readmitted to the 
Jasper gallery today after the imperial party 
had left.

‘omorrow the church bells will toll from 9 
a. m. until the funcral procession enters the 
Friedrichskirehe, and again after the firing of 
the artillery salute. The personages bearing 
the insignia of the imperial and royal digni- 
ties of the deceased will be as follows: Count 
Von Stolberg, bearing the imperial crown; 
Herr Maybach, the seeptre; Dr. Von Lucius, 
the orb; Count Von Schellendorf, the sword; 
jerry Friedberg, the great seal; Herr Von 
Boetticher, the black eagle; Herr Von Goss- 
ler, the hat of the prince-elector; Herr Von 
Scholz, the lectoral sword. General Von Blu- 
menthal will be imperial standard-bearer, and 
will be supported by Generals Wiscke and 
Winterfeld. The coffin will be removed from 
the catafalque by twelve officers of the body 
guard and berne to the funeral car, preceded 
by the court chamberlain. The ministers of 
state, bearing the insignia of royalty, will join 
the procession, and will stand opposite the 
coffin during the service in the church, Gen- 
eral Blumenthal, with the standard, standing 
at the head of the cottin. 

The ceremony in the ehurch will be con- 
ducted in accordance with the instructions 
given in the testament of the deceased, Chap- 
lain Koegel and other clergymen officiating. 
When the procession enters the church a pre- 
lude will be played on. the organ, fol- 
lowed by the chorale, “Be ‘thou  faith- 
ful unto death.’’ The litany will then be 
read, when the §words, *‘Blessed are the dead 
whieh die in the Lord,”’ are read the choir 
will respond, ‘‘Even so, saith the spirit, for 
they rest from their labors.’’ Next will be 
sung the cherale, “I know that my Redeemer 
liveth,’ and Chaplain Koegel will follow with 
a sermon. The ceremony will conclude with 
the singing of the chorale, “‘Wenn ich Einmal 
Sell Scheiden.”” The choirin the @hurch will 
be the cathedral choir, while a choir of cighty 
voices from the church of the Twelve Apostles 
will attend the services in the castle. uring 
the final? benediction three volleys of 
musketry will be fired, which will be 
followed by a salute of 101 guns. 

The order of the procession from the castle 
to the Fricedrichskirche isas follows: The line 
will be headed by a detachment of infantry, 
followed by the officers of the imperial house- 
hold, the officiating clergy, the late emperor's 
physicians, the court chamberlains, ministers 
of state, bearing the imperial insignia, and 
court officials. Then will come the funeral 
ear. The pall bearers, all Knights of the 
Black Eagle, will be Generals Von Der Goltz, 
Von Tresknow, Von Obernitz and Von Pape. 
The canopy will be borne by twelve generals, 
the lieutenant gen@rals marching on either 
side of the car. Twelve superior officers 
of the Prussian, Bavarian Pa Saxon body 
guards will march immediately behind the 
cotiin. They will be followed by General Von 
Biumenthal, bearing the royal standard, su 
ported by two adjutant generals. Then will 
come Emperor William, the king of Saxony, 
Prince Henry, and other mourners of the im- 
perial family, and the foreign royalties, fol- 
lowed by the adjutant generals, the Lussian 
military attache, the suites of the 
imperial family and visiting royalties, 
the younger princess of reigning houses, the 
imperial chancellor, field marshals, Knights of 
the Black Eagle, princes residing in Germany,

FOUR MEN TO HANG. 


When Burning Might Well Be Subsati- 
tated. 

Rareicn, N. C., June 17.—[Special.]—At 
Durham Fricay, Judge Merriman sentenced 
York Gibson, Dan Simmons, Henry Baitle 
and John Justice, all negro men, to be hanged 
on the 3d of August for rape upon a young col- 
ored woman named Emilene Brodie, three 
weeks ago.

Littleton’'s Murderer on Trial. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 17.—[{Special.|— 
The sensational trial of J. Banks and John 
Cockrill for the murder of John Littleton, edi- 
tor of the National Review, is now in the hands 
of the jury after nearly three weeks. The 
speaking closed Saturday. Judge H. H. East 
and Hon, Andrew Caldwell spoke two hours 
each for the defense. Attorney General Moses 
R. Priest summed up for the proseeution in a 
four hour speech and Judge Ridley charged 
the jury.

For the time being her assailant made 
his escape, but the punishment meted out to 

him was swiftly and silently performed. 


Fit for Lynching. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 17.—[Special.j— 
Amos Miller, the negro who raped Mrs. Scad 
in Maury county, has been caught and lodged 
in jailat Columbia. In an interview he ad- 
mitted the deed, and told just how he accom- 
plished it. Hesaid that he had returned to 
see the daughter. who had inthe meantime 
gone to the field with her father. He was dis- 
appointed in not finding her, but substituted 
the mother. There is great excitement, and it 
is not improbable that Miller will be lynched,

I think this was largely due to the fact that 
the cadets, who egmpesed a majority of the 
crowd, were someWhet unsephisticaied, and 
had not yet learnea to discriminate in favor of 
the *‘geod, the true and the beautiful.’”

Early thenext morning we took a walk 
down to the shore, and at eleven o’clock we 
breakfasted on board the Atlanta, with the 
captain and officers of that ship. They were 
models of courtesy and kindness to us. Every 
attention possible was bestowed wpon us while 
on board. Of course we had a delicious break- 
fast, ard some ot us alimost wished that our lot 
had been cast with the navy instead of in the 
civil service. After breakfast we made a tour 
of irspection over the ship. Itis one of the 
new sieel cruisers which was launched a few 
months ago, and is the tinest of the North At- 
lantic squadron. Whileits name is a very 
enphonious one,it has proved unlucky to 
every ship that has heretofore borne it. 
The English navy has lost two ves- 
sels of that name, and _ several pri- 
vate ships have been lost bearing the name 
Atlanta, Atlantisand Atlantic. In all, eleven 
bearing thatand kindred names, have been 
lost. The English ship Atlanta, foundered at 
sea and went down with 600 souls. It has never 
been heard of since. The Atlanta is 250 feet 
long, and everythingis keptin the strictest 
order on board. The decks and guns, ma- 
chinery, and even ropes and rigging are kept 
as neat and bright asa pin. Entirely unfami- 
liar with nautical terms, [ will not attempt to 
describe the ship, but will only say that she is 
a yreat floating arsenal, with all the guns and 
munitions of war that are needed bya fully 
equipped man-of-war. From one side to the 
other is seventy fect at the wider part, and 
robably twenty-five or thirty at the two ends. 
Her masts are seventy feet high and she car- 
ries thousands of yards of canvass. 

At 3 o’clock a boat race was arranged for the 
pleasure of the visitors, and a purse of $500 
was quickly made up, to be contested for by 
the crew of the Atlantaand the oarsmen of 
the Richmond, the tlagship of the squadron. 
After a pretty pull of three miles, the tinish 
being near the two ships, our Atlanta crew 
came in victorious, and weregheartily cheered 
by the Washington contingent on board. The 
oarstnen from both vessels rowed with wonaer- 
ful precision, each stroke timing exactly with 
the other, and when they came in onthe 
finish. almost ‘‘neck and neck,” it was ex- 
ceedingly interesting. We left the At 
lanta, with her big French wmitrailleuse 
and her frowning twenty-pounders, and at 3:00 
o’clock drove over the city of Annapolis. It at 
once strikes the traveller as being an old town. 
The shade trees are all grown, and the streets 
look as if they had been ijaid out a long time. 
It is one of the oldest cities in America and is 
the product of that religious persecution and 
intolerance which caused so many of the early 
settlers to leave the different cities where it 
was impossible fer them to getalong. Some 
writer has said that Annapolis is the only 
‘‘tinished town in the world.” It is built on 
the cart-wheel plan, that is there are two cir- 
cles, and from these streets diverge in every 
direction. The center of one of these circles 
is a handsome old Oobrick church, and 
of the other, the state capitol of Mary- 
land. <A trip through the latter building 
is replete with historic interest. It has been 
built for a great many years. It is set on an

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“ PULPIT AND PRESS. 


Dr. Talmage’s Sermon at the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle. 


*The Children of this World are, in Their 
Generation, Wiser Than the Chil- 
dren of Light.” - 

Bxooxtyn, N. Y., Jane 17,—[Special.]—At 

the service in the tabernacle this morning the 
Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., took for the 
subject of hie discourse, *‘Palpit and Press 
Made Allies.”” His text was Luke xvi, v.38: 
“The children of this world are in their geucr- 
ation wiser than the children of light.”” He 
said: / 
Saered stupidity and solemn ineompetency 
and sanctified laziness are here rebhked by 
Christ. He says worldlings are wider awake 
for opportunities thar are Christians... Men of 
the world grab occasions while Christian peo- 
ple let the most valuable occasions drift by 
unimproved, Thatis the nfeaning of our Lord 
when he says: ‘“‘The children of this world 
are in their generation wiser than the children 
of light.” 


A anarked illustration of the truth of that 


maxim is in the slowness of the Christian 
religion to take possession of the secular print- 
ing press. The opportunity is open and has 
for some time been open, but the ecclesiastical 
courts and the churches and ministers of relig- 
ion wre forthe most part allowing the golden 
opportunity to pass unimproved. That the 
opportunity is open I declare from the 
fact that all the secular newspapers are 
vlad of any religious facts or 
statistics that you present them. Any ani- 
ated and stirring article relating to religious 
themes they would gladly print. They thank 
you for eny information in regard to churches. 
Ifa wrong has been done to any Christian 
church er Christian institution you could go 
into any newspaper of the land and 
bave the real truth = stated. Dedica- 
tion cervices, ministerical ordinations and pas- 
toral installations, cormer-stone laying of a 
church, anniversary of a charitable society, 
will have reasonable space in any secular jour- 
nal if it have previous notice given. If I had 
sone great injustice done me, there is not an 
editorial or a reportorial room into which I 
could not go and get myself set right, and that 
is true of any weli-known Christian man. Al- 
ready the daily secular pfess during the 
course of each week publishes as much religi- 
ous information and high moral sentiment as 
does tie weekly religious press. Why then 
does. not our glorious Christianity embrace 
these magnificent opportunities? I have be- 
fore wo a subject of first and last importance: 
Hicw shall we secare the secular press as a 
michti r reinforcement to religion and the 
muintt? 
: jae frst thing toward this result is cessa- 
tion «f indiscriminate hostility against news- 
dom. You might as well denounce the 
1! +r fession because of the shysters, or the 
icdieal profession because of the quacks, or 
nandise because of the swindling bargain 
akers,as to slam-bang newspapers because 
here are recreant editors and unfair reporters 
nd unclean columns. Guttenberg, the in- 
‘envor of the art of printing, was about to de- 
y his types and extinguish the art 
ecause if was suggested to him that print- 
iny might be snborued into the service of the 
devil, but afterward he bethought himself that 
the right use of the art might inore than over- 
come the evil use of itand so he spared tho 
type and the intelligence of all following ages. 
Lui there are many tvodayin the depressed 
mood of Guttenberg with uplifted hammer 
wanting to pound to pieces the type, 
wio have not reached his better mood 
in which he saw the art of printing to be the 
rising sun of the world’s illumination. If, 
instead of fighting newspapers, we spend the 
same length of time and the same vehemence 
in marshalling their help in religious direc- 
ions, we would beas mucli wiser as the man 
Who gets consent of the railroad superintend- 
ent to fasten a cartothe end of a rail-train, 
shows butter sease than he whoruns his wheel- 
barrow up the track to meet and drive back 
the Chicagolimited express. The silliest thing 
that a man ever does is to fight a 
newspaver, for you may have the floor for ut- 
terance perhaps one day in the week, while 
the newspaper has the floor every day in the 
week. Napoleon though a mighty man had 
many weaknesses, and one of the weakest 
things he ever did was to threaten that if the 
Engiish newspapers did not step their adverse 
criticism of himself he would, with four hun- 
dred thousand bayonets, cross the channel for 
their chastisement. 

Don’t fight mewspapers. Attack provokes 
attack. Better wait till the excitement blows 
over and then goin and get justice, for get it 
you will if you have patience and common 
sense and equipoise of disposition. It ought 
to be aim ghty sedative that there is an enor- 
mous amount of common sense in the world, 
and you will eventually be taken for what you 
are really worth, and you cannot be puffed up 
and you cannot be written down, and if 
youare the enemy of good society that fact 
will come out, andif you are the friend of 
good suciety that fact will be established. I 
know what I am talking about, for I can draw 
on my own experience. All the respectable 
newspapers, as faras I know, are my friends 
now. But many of youremember the time 
when I was the most continuously and 
meanly attacked man in this country. God 
gave me grace not to answer back, and I kept 
silence forten years, and much grace is re- 
quired. What [ said was perverted and 
twisted into just the opposite of what I did 
say. My person was nalignedand I was pre- 
sented as a gorgon, and I was maliciously de- 
scribed by persons who had i nover 
seen me as a monstrosity in 
body, mind and _= soul. There were 
niillions of poople who believed that there was 
a latge sofa in this pulpit, although we never 
had anything but a chair, and that during the 
singing by the congregation Iwas accustomed 
to lie down on that sofa and dangle nry feet 
over the end. Lying New York correspond- 
ents for ten years misrepresented our church 
services, but we waited and people from every 
neighborhood of Christendom came to find the 
magnitude of the falsehoods concerning the 
church and concerning myself. <A reaction 
set in and now we have justice, full justice, 
more than justice, aud as much over praise as 
once we had under appreciation, and no man 
that ever lived was somuch indebted to the 
newspaper|press for opportunity to preach the 
gospel as ain. ouLng men 
in “the ministry, young men in all 
professions and oceupations, wait, You can 
afford to wait. Take rough misrepresentation 
as a Turkish towe] tostart up your languid 
circulation, or asystem of/massace or Swedish 
movement, whose pokes and pulls and twists 
and thrusts are salutary treatment. There is 
only one person you need to manage and that 
is yourself Keep your disposition sweet by 
communion with the Christ, who answered 
not again, the seciety of genial people, and 
walk eutin the sunshine with your hat off 
and yeu will come outall right. And don’t 
join the crowd of people in our day who spend 
much of their time damning newspapers. 

Again, in this effort to secure the secular 
press as a mightier reinforcement of religion 


and-the pulpit, let us make it the avenue of re- | 


ligieus information. If you put the facts of 
churches and denominations of Christians 
only into the column of religious papers, 
whieb do not in this country have an average 
of rhore than ten thensand subscribérs, what 
have you done as compared = with 
what you do if you put these facts 
through the daily papers which have hundreds 
of thousands of readers. Lyvery litthe denoim- 
ination must have its little organ supported at 
great expeise, when with one-half the outlay 
a column or half a column of room might be 
rented in some semi-omnipotent secular publi- 
cation and so the religious information would 
be sent round and round the world, The 
world moves se swiftly teday that news a 
week old we stale. Give us all the 
great church facts and all the revival tidings 
the next morning or the same evening. My 
advice, often given to friends who propose to 
start a new paper, is: “Don’t! Don’t! Em- 
ploy the papers already started.”” The biggest 
financial hole ever duziu this American con- 
tinent is the hole in which good people throw 
their money when they start a newspaper. 
{t is almost as good and as qaick a way of get- 
ting rid of money as bnying stock in a 
gold mine in Colorado. Not more 
printing presses bat the right use of those 
already established. All their cylinders, all 
their steam power, all their pens, all their 
editorial chairs and reportoria! rooms are avail- 
able if you would engage them in behalf of 
Civilization and Christianity. 

n, if you would secure the secular press 
&a mightier reinforcement of religion and 


| the pulpit, extend widest and hi t Chris- 
is. Give them easy chairs and plenty of 
room when they come to reportoccasions. or 
the most part they are gentlemen of education 
and refinement, graduates of colleges, with 
families to support by their literary craft, 
many of them weary with the push 
of a ‘business that is precaricus and 
fluctuating, each one of them the avenue of 
information to thousands of readers, their im- 
pression of the services to be the impression 
dopted by multitudes. They are connecting 
links between a sermonor a song or a prayer 
and this great population that tramp up and 
down the streets day by day and year by yoar 
with their sorrows uncomnforted and their 
sins unpardoned. More than eight hundred 
thousand people in Breoklyn and less than 
seventy-ive thonsand in churches, so that our 
cites ate not so much preached to by minis- 
ters Of religion as by reporters.’ Put all jour- 
nalists into our prayers and sermons. Of all 
the hundred thousand sermons preached to- 
day, there will not be three preached to jour- 
nalists, and probably not one. Of all the 

Tfayers offered for classes of men 
innumerable, the prayers. offered for this most 
potential class will be se few and rare that 
they will be thought a-preacher’s idiosyn- 
crasy. This world will never be brought to 
God until some revival of religion. sweeps over 
the land and takes into the kingdom of God 
editors and reporters, compositers, press- 
men and newsboys. And if you have 
not faith enough to pray for that and 
toil for that, you had better get out of our 
ranks and joir the other side, for you are the 
unbelievers who make the wheels of the 
Lord’s chariot drag heavily. The great final 
battle between truth and ezrer, the Armaged- 
don, I think, will not be fought with 
swords and shells and guns, but with 
pons, quiJl” pens,  stéel pens, gold 
pens, fountain pens, and before that, the pens 
must be conve:ted. The most divinely hon- 
ored weapon of the past has been the pen and 
the most divinely honored weapon of the fu- 
ture will be the pen; prophet’s pen and evan- 
gelist’s pen and apostle’s pen followed by edi- 
tor’s pen and reporter’s pen and author’s pen. 
God save the pen! The wing of the Apocalyp- 
tie angel will be the printed page. The print- 
ing press will roll ahead of Christ’s chariot to 
clear the way. 

“But,” some one might ask, “wontd you 

make the Sunday newspaperalso a reinforce- 
ment?’ Yes,I would. I have learned to 
take things as they are. I would like to see 
the much seoffed at old Puritan Sabbaths come 
back again. I donot think the modern Sun- 
day will turn out any better men and women 
than were your grandfathers and grandmoth- 
ers under the old-fashioned Sunday. To say 
nothing of other results, Sunday news- 
papers are killing editors report- 
ers, compositers and pressmen. Every man, 
woinen and child is entitled to twenty-four 
hours of nothing to do. Ifthe newspapers put 
on another set of hands that does not relieve 
the editorial and reportorial room of its cares 
and responsibilties. Our literary men die fast 
enough without killing them with Sunday 
work. But the Sunday newspaper has come 
to stay. It will stay a good deal longer 
than any of us_ stay. What then 
shall we do? Implore all those who have any- 
thing to do with issuing it to fill it with moral 
and religious information, live sermons and 
facts elevating. Urge ‘them all that divorce 
cases be dropped, and instead thereof have 
good advicé as to how husbands and wives 
ought to live lovingly together. Pat in 
small type the behavior of the swindling 
church member and in large type the 
contribution of some Christian man toward an 
asylum for feeble minded children ora sea- 
side sanitarium. Urge all managing editors to 
put meanness and impurity in Aype, pear! or 
agate and charity and fidelity and Christian 
consistency in brevier or bourgeois. If we 
cannot drive out the Sunday newspaper iet us 
have the Sunday newspaper gonverted. The 
fact is that the modern Suuday newspaper is a 
creat improvement on the old Senden Lews- 
paper. Whata beastly thing was the Sund 
newspaper thirty years ago! It was enough 
io destroy 2& =man’s_ respectability to 
leave the tip end of it stick- 
ing out of his coat pocket. W hat 
editorials! Whatadvertisements! What pic- 
tures! The modern Sunday newspaper is as 
much an improvement on the old time Sanday 
newspaper as one hundred is more than twen- 
ty-iive; in other words, about seventy-five per 
cent improvement. Who knows that by prayer 
and kindly consultation with our literary 
friends we may harye it lifted intaa positively 
religious sheet printed om Saturday night and 
only distributed, lie the American Messenger, 
or the Missionary Jourmal, or the Sunday- 
School Advocate, on Sabbath mornings. 
All things are possible with God and 
my faith is up until nothing 
in the way of religious victory would surprise 
me. <All the newspaper printing presses of 
the earth are going to be the Lord’s, and tele- 
graphand telephone and type will yet an- 
nounce nations born in a day. The first book 
ever printed was the Bible by Faust and his 
son-in-law Schoefferin 1460, and that conse- 
cration of type tothe Holy Scriptures was a 
prophecy of the great mission of printing for 
the evangelization of allthe nations. The 
father of the American printing press was a 
clergyman, Rev..Jesse Glover, and that was a 
prophecy of the religious use that the gospel 
ministry in this country were to make of the 
ty pes. 
i ght: we'shall secure the secriar press as 
a mightier re-inforcement of religion aud the 
yulpit by making our religious utterances more 
interesting and spirited, and then the press 
will reproduce them. On the way to church 
some fiiteen years ago, a journalist ‘said a 
thing that has kept me thinking: ‘Are you 
going togive us any points today?” “What 
do you mean?” Tasked. He said: “TI mean 
by that anything that will be striking enough 
to be reiiembered.” ThenTI said to myself: 
What right have we in our pulpits and Sun- 
day-schools to take the time of — the 
people if we have nothing to say that 
is. memorable. David did not have any 
difficulty in remem bering Nathan’s 
thrust: ‘Thou art the man;” nor Felix in 
remembering Paul’s point blank utterance on 
righteousness, temperance and judgment to 
come; nor the English king any difficulty in 
remembering what the court preacher said, 
when, during the sermon against sin, the 
preacher threw his handkerchief into the 
king’s pew to indicate whom he meant. The 
tendency of criticism in the theological semi- 
naries is to file off from our young men all the 
sharp points and make them toosmoeth for 
any kindof execution. What we want, all of 
us, is more point, less humdrum. If we say 
the right thing in the right way the press will 
be glad to echo and re-echo it. Sabbath-school 
teachers, reformers, young men and old men in 
the ministry, what we ail want, if we are to 
make the printing press anally in Christian 
work, is that which the reporter spoken of 
sug vested—points, sharp points, memorable 
points. But if the thing be dead when ut- 
tered by living voice, it will be a hundredfold 
more dead when it 1s laid out in cold type. 

Now, as you all have something to do with 
the newspaper press either in issuing a paper 
or reading it, either as producers er patrons, 
either as sellers or purchasers of the printed 
sheet, I propose on this Sabbath morning, 
June47, 1888, a treaty to be sigaed between 
the church and the printing press, a treaty to 
be ratified by millions ef cmd people if we 
rightly fashion it, @ treaty prosuising that we 
willhelp each other in our work of trying to 
illumine and felicttate the world, we by voice, 
you by pen, we by speaking only that which is 
worth printing, you printing only that 
which is fit to speak. You help us and we 
will help you. Side by side be these two po- 
tent agencies until the judgment day, when we 
mas pth be scrutinized for our work, health- 
ful or blasting. The two worst off men in 
that day will be the minister of religion and 
the editor if they wasted their opportunity. 
Both of us ‘are the engineer of long express 
trains of influence, and we will run them into

That Providence intends the profession of 
reporters to have a mighty share in the world’s 
redemption is suggested by the fact that Paul 
and Christ took a reperter along with them 
and he reported their addresses and reported 
their acts. Luke was a reporter, and he wrote 
not only the book of Luke, but the Acts of the 
Apostles, and without that reporter’s wark we 
would have known nothing of the Pentecost, 
and nothing of Stephen's martyrdom, and 
nothing of Tabitha’s resurrection, and nothing 
of the jailing and unjailing of Paul and Silas, 
and nothing of the shipwreck at Melita. Strike 
outthe reporter’s work fromthe Bible and 
you killa large part of the New Testament. 
it makes me think that in the future of the 
kingdom of God the teporters are to beara 


‘mighty part. 


About thirteen years azo, a representative of 
an important newspaper took his seat in this 
church one Sabbath night, about five pews 
from the front of this pulpit. Hetook out 
pencil and reporter’s pad, resolved to earica- 
ture the wholescene. When the music began 
he began, and with his pencil he derided that, 
and then derided thé prayer, and then derided 
the reading of the Scripturés, and then began 
toderide the sermon. But, he says, for some 
reason, his hand began to tremble, and he, ral- 
lying himself, sharpened his pencil and 
started again, but broke down again, and then 
= pencil and paper in his pocket and his 

1ead down on the front of the pew and began 
to pray. 

At the close of the service he came up and 
asked for the prayers of others and gave his 
heartte God; and, though still engaged in 
newspaper work he is an evangelist, and hires 
a hall at his own expense and every Sabbath 
afternoon preaches Jesus Christ to the people. 
And the men of that profession are going to 
come in a body throughout thecountry. Iknow 
hundreds of them and a more genial or highly 
educated class of men it would be hard to find, 
and, though the tendency of their profession 
may be towards skepticism, an organized, com- 
mon-sense, gospel invitation would fetch them 
to the front of all Christian endeavor. Men 
of the pencil and pen, in all departments, you 
need the help of the Christian religion. In the 
day when people want to get their newspapers 
at three cents are hoping for the time when 
they can get any of them at one cent, and, as 
& consequence,'the attaches of the printing 
press are bythe thousand ground under the 
cylinders, you want God to take care of you 
and your families. Some of your best work is 
as much unappreciated as was Milten’s Para- 
dise Lost, for which the author received $25; 
and the immortal poem, ‘‘Hohenlinden,’’ of 
Thomas Campbell, when he first offered it for 
publication, and in the called ‘‘Notices to Cor- 
respondents’ appeared the words: ‘‘To T. C.— 
Tie lines commencing ‘On Linden when the 
sun was low’ are not up to ourstandard. Poetry 
is not T. C.’s forte.”’ 

O men of the pencil and pen, amid your un- 
appreciated work you need encouragement 
and you can have it. Printers of all Chris- 
tendom, editors, reporters, compositors, press- 
men, publishers and readers of that which is 
printed, resolve that you will not write, set 
up, edit, issue or read anything that debases 
body, mind or soul. In the name of God, by 
the laying on of the hands of faith in prayer, 
ordain the printing press for righteousness and 
liberty and salvation. All of us with some 
influence that will help in the right direction, 
let nus put our hands to the work imploring 
God to hasten the consummation. A ship 
with hundreds of passengers approaching the 
South American coast, the man on the look- 
ont neglected his work, and in a few minutes 
the ship would have been dashed to ruin on 
the rocks. Butacricket on board the vessel 
that had made no sound all the voyage set up 
a shrill call at the smell of land, and the cap- 
tain knowing that habit of the insect, the ves- 
sel was stopped in time to avoid an awful 
wreck. And so insignificant means now may 
do wonders and the scratch of a pen may save 
the shipwreck of a soul. 

Are you ready forthe signing of the con- 
tract, the league, the solemn treaty proposed 
between journalism and evangelism? Aye, 
let it be a Christian marriage of the pulpit and 
the printing press. The ordination of the 
former on my head, the pen of the latter in 
my hand it is appropriate that I publish the 
banns of such @& # marriage. Let 
them from this day be one in the magnificent 
work of the world’s redemption. 

‘Let thrones and powers and kingdoms be 
Obedient, mighty God to Thee: 
And over land and stream and main, 
Now wave the sceptre of Thy reign. 
O, let that glorious anthem swell, 
Let host to hostthe triumph tell, 
Till not one rebel heart remains, 
But overall the Saviour reigns.”’

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The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weekly review of the cotton movement, 
gays that for the week ending Friday night 
the total receipts have reached 16,812 bales, 
against 19,622 bales last week, 22,556 bales 
the previous week and 23,601 bales three 
weeks since, making the total] receipts since 
September 1, 1887, 5,403,745 bales, against 
5,183,468 bales for the same period of 1886- 
7, showing an increase since September ], 
1887, of 220,277 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
28,001 bales, of which 22,628 were to Great 
Britain, 106 to France and 15,267 to the 
rest of the continent. ‘The total sales for 
forward delivery for the week are 194,000 
bales. For immediate delivery the total 
sales foot up 9,516 bales, including 1,740 
for export, 7,556 for consumption, 220 for 
speculation. | 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 26,000 bales. ‘There is a decrease in 
the cotton in sight of 252,484 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1887, a decrease 
of 323,401 bales as compared with the cor- 
responding date of 1886 and a decrease of 
255,784 bales as compared with 1885. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 8,049 bales and are 46,584 
bales more than at the same period last 
year. ‘The receipts at the same towns have 
been 3,504 bales more than the same week 
last year, and since September Ist the re- 
ceipts at all the towns are 93,506 bales 
more than the same time in 1586-7. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1887, are 5,462,904 
bales; in 1886-7 were 5,181,501 bales, in 
1885-6 were 5,322,254 bales. Although the 
receipts at the outports the past week 
were 16,812 bales, the actual movement 
from plantations was only 6,942 bales, the 
balance being taken from the stocks at the 
interior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 
— —- bales and for®1886 they were 11,248 
pales. 

The increase in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year is 488,417 bales, the in- 
crease as compared with 1885-6 is 378,405 
bales and the increase over 1884-5 is 1,215,- 
%67 bales,

The weekly consumption in Europe is now 
146,000 bales of 400 pounds each, against 143,- 
000 bales of the same weight at the corre- 
sponding time last year. The total spinners’ 
stocks in Great Britain and on the continent 
have decreased 41,000 bales during the 
month, and are now 46,000 bales less than 
at the corresponding date last season. 

The Chronicle says that the speculative 
transactions in cotton for fture delivery at 
New York have still kept within narrow 
limits and the fluctuations have been 
sluggish, though generally in the direction 
of higher prices. Bulls still cite the decrease 
in the visible supply and the large consump- 
tion as factors favorable to a rise, while 
their opponents point to the still liberal 
stocks at the south, and the large interior 
and seaboard movement of the crop. The 
publication of the acreage and condition re- 
port caused a slight advance here and a 
sharp rise in Liverpool, but private dis- 
patches indicating that the conditions have 
improved since June 1 caused some realiz- 
ing. 
~ On Monday there was a small advance in 
response to a rise in Liverpool, but it was 
partly lost owing to further realizing and 
the continuation of the selling on Tuesday 
Caused a moderate decline, due also to lib- 
eral receipts at the ports and favorable crop 
advices. On Wednesday a decline in Liver- 
pool caused a further fall in prices here, 
Which was partly recovered on the publica- 
tion of Eilison’s statistical exhibit, which 
was somewhat favorable to the bulls, and on 
reports of colder weather at the south, 
especially cold nights in Fexas. On Thurs- 
day an unexpected rise in Liverpool led to 
an advance here, though later in the day 
there was some reaction, owing to a rather 
weaker market in Liverpool, more favorable 
crop advices and continued realizing. 

On Friday there was an early decline, 
Owing to an easier market in Liverpool, but

even millions of fresh subjects. The scheme is rap- 
idly assuming a substantial shape, and a meeting 
has lately been held at which Cardinal Gibbons 
and a iarge number of Romish bishops and priests, 
in Conjunction with the governors of several of the 
southern states, notably <ieorzia and Florida, the 
editors of some of the principal newspapers, nearly 
alladherents of the Roman church, senators, a- 
semmblymen, and other influential laymen, have in- 
augurated their plan of campaign, As has been 
| already pointed out; it means the eviction of the 
industrious colored people, who haye done so much 
towards reclaiming the swamps, and ‘e proved 
themselves thrifty, sober, and hard-working mem. 
bers of the commfinity, and the planting in their 
stead an alien population, the subjects of an alien 
power, 

We feel tempted to denounce this re- 
markable editorial in very strong terms. 
How does the Churchman~ know that it is 
the scheme of the Catholics to possess them- 
selves of all our lands and evict the present 
holders? If anything of the kind was on 
foot would it be communicated to the 
Churchman or to any one that would be 
likely to let it leak out? 

But why should anybody oppose the im- 
migration of Catholics? Florida, Louisiana, 
and several of the northwestern states start- 
ed with a Catholic population, but the in- 
terests of American VTrotestants have not 
suffered in any of them. Maryland is a 
notable case in point. It was settled origi- 
nally by a Catholic colony, and one of the 
first laws passed secured Christians of all 
sectsin the public profession of their faith, 
and allowed them to worship God accord- 
ing to the dictates of their own consciences. 
The only unpleasantness that. resulted was 
caused by the Protestants, who came in 
later and kicked up arow, and attempted 
to bulldoze the Catholics, who had received 
them hospitably and guaranteed them reli- 
gious liberty. 

The record of the Catholics as colonists 
and immigrants in this country is worthy of 
high praise. If they now find it to their 
interest to come south to grow up with the 
country they will meet witha cordial wel- 
come. The spirit of religious persecution 
and intolerance hasnot been kept alive in 
this region. ‘The stranger within onr gates 
may worship God in his own way, and so 
long as he proves himself a good citizen his 
religious and political opinions will do him 
no harm, 

It isto be hoped that the Churchman’s 
unjust and silly view of the situation will 
not be shared by any considerable number 
of its readers, It certainly will not meet 
with favor in the south.

A Great Exposition. 

It is understood that the louse connnittee 
ou foreign affairs will, in the course of a 
few days, favorably report a bill providing 
for a permanent exposition of the three 
Americas at Washington, in the year 182, 
in honor of the four hundredth anniversary 
of the discovery of this country by Co- 
Jumbus. 

The exposition, if held, will be under the 
auspices of our states and territories and the 
sixteen independent nations of Central and 
South America and Mexico. Space will be 
appropriated for the necessary buildings 
whenever the nations interested announce 
that they have provided the funds for the 
erection of the buildings. There will be a 
large building for an exhibit of the history, 
antiquities, resources, arts and industries of 
the three Americas, and a smaller building 
for each of our states and territories. 

It is tobe hoped that the bill, or a similar 
measure, will pass, With proper manage- 
ment, the exposition can be made the great- 
est show of its kind in the world, and its 
influence upon the commercial relations of 
the United States with the countries south 
of us cannot be anything else than benefi- 
cial. It is a tremendous feature of the 
scheme to make the exposition permanent, 
but there is no good reason why this part of 
the programme should not be successfully 
carried out.

A Boat Capsizes Yesterday, and Ed Berry,

A YOUNG GIRL’S SUICIDE. 
Pangs of 


Driven to Desperation by the 
Poverty. 

New York, June 17.—[{Specia!.]—Lying in 
a heap upon the stone flagging at the foot of the 
steps, at 20 Washington place, pretty Julia Cargile 
was found in a pool of blood at 4:30 o’claek yester- 
day morning. Half an hour previous to tho 
discovery of her inanimate body, the girl, 
who was nineteen years of age, had leit 
her mother’s side in bed, saying that she 
was thirsty and wanted to get a glass of water. No, 
29 Washington placeis kept as a furnished apart- 
ment house by Mrs. Caroline Jordan, the divorced 
wife of Conrad N. Jordan, who is a brotber of ex- 
United States treasurer Jordan, 

Less than four months ago, Julia Cargile, her 
mother, Mrs, Agnes Cargile, a widow of some sixty 
years, Came to this city from Richmond, Va., and 
took an apartment with Mrs. 
Jordan, In former years the 
Cargiles were in affluent circumstances, 
The husband and father who, for many years, was 
in an established commercial business, was in hs 
tinge a politician of considerable prominencein that 
locality, and the family were looked upon as among 
the first of the state. ‘Time and trouble both 
told upon their financial position, and reverses fol- 
lowing one atter another in rapid succession, soon 
leit them greatly embarrassed. Then a few years 
ago Mr. Cargile died, leaving his littie family 
almost penniless, Mother and daughtercame north. 


As before stated, Julia arose ostensibly to get a | 


glass of water, but when, half an hour later, her 
mother awoke from a doze and found her daughter 
had not returned, she went in search of her. Not 
finding her in the bathroom, she retraced her steps 
to her own room and looked out of the window, 
thinkingtbat, perbaps, Julia might have dressed 
and gone out togetthe fresh morning air. The 
poor old Jady hardly projected her head 
from the window when her eyes encountered 
the prostrate form of her daughter lying 
at the front ofthe stoop steps with her head and 
upper portion of her night dress bathed in biood., 
The girl was quite dead but still warm, and ahasty 
examination showed that her skull was fractured 
and her jaw broken. Miss Ingersoll, a nice of Col- 
onel Robert G. Inmcersoll, spoke in kind 
terms of the unfortunate girland her mother. The 
servants at Mrs Jordan’s said that it had been 
known during the past week that the 
Cargiles had reachcd the extreme 
crisis when their poverty made them desperate, 

They had gradually gold or pawned most of their 
wardrobe. Both of them had tried to optain em- 
ployment in their respective branches as teachers, 
but géthout success. Julia had on several oc- 
casions made application to Mrs, M. G. Browne’s 
metaphysical university, at No. 51 Bond street, and 
had been promised cmploymentin the future. 

It was learned that Mrs. Cargile has a brother 
named J anton, in Nashville, Tenn., whois a banker 
and quite wealthy, and another brother in Macon, 
Ga.; who was a general in the contederate army.

CLAIMED. 


The Business Men of Charleston at Work. 
for it, 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., June 17.—[Special.J—A 
movement was inaugurated here yesterday 
under the auspices of the merchants’ ex- 
change which promises to have a very import- 
ant effect on insurance companies throughout 
New York and the east. A committee was 
appointed to secure the. co-operation of other 
mercantile bodies, as well as property owners 
generally, the object being to demand a reduc- 
tion of insurance rates. It is claimed that 
five or six years ago, when the old Volunteer 
fire department was in existence and the city 
depended on its tidal drains for its supply of 
water for fire purposes, the insurance com- 
panies promised a reduction of rates as soon 
as the water works were built and 
the fire department reorganized. The city has 
now a complete system of waterworks anda 
paid fire department, which is claimed to have 
no superior in the United States. The insur- 
ance rates have not been reduced. The pres- 
ent movement promises to be a serious one. 
Should the insurance companies refuse to 
make the concessions demanded it is said steps 
will be at once taken to organize -the focal in- 
surance companies. There are two of these in 
operation now. The Germania, which has 
been in operation many years, is rich, and the 
Hibernia, which started only three or four 
years ago, is getting rich rapidly. The city 
seems to be ripe for such a movement, and a 
revolution in the five insurance business is 
probable unless liberal concessions are made 
by the northern and eastern and foreign com- 
panies doing business here.

THE LAWYERS. 


The Atlanta Bar Association Holds a Very 
Quiet Meeting. 


The mecting of the barassociation Saturday 
morning Was wanting in any sensational fea- 
tures. It was a quiet business meeting. 

Judge Hopkins was in his place as chairman 
and Mr. W. P. Hill acted as secretary, in the 
absence of Colonel Rhett. 

Judge Hillyer, chairman of the committee 
on ethics, submitted the long-looked-for report. 
Those who exvected a “red hot deliverance” 
were disappointed. It had been carefully pre- 
pared and duly considered by the members of 
the committee. 

Judge Hillyer read as follows: 

It is highly improper for any member of the legal 
profession to solicit employment, directly or indi- 
rectiy, forthe bringing of suits, or to engave or 
accept the services of drummers for employment 
therein. Such practices are forbidden members of 
the association and condemned in others. The 
commiittee on ethics shall, upon complaint in writ- 
ing, signed by any member of the association, or by 
direction of the association by resolution, proceed to 
investigate any charge of unprofessional conduct, 
on the part of any member of the Atlanta 
bar. ‘ad committee shajl consider the conrplaint 
made and hear exparte such evicence as may be 
brought before it and if satisfied that the charge is 
unirue, or that the conduct complained of is not 
unprofessional, such investigation shall cease, un- 
less the attorney accused shall, in writing, demand 
to bel eird and request action on the complaint or 
charge against him. 

If upon such investigation the committee decide 
that the nature of the complaint, or charge is of 
such a character as to demand investigation by the 
association, they shall report the same. They 
further recommend that the constitution of this as- 
sociation be soamended as to create a committee 
on grievances, to be composed of tive members, ap- 
] olnted by the presidents at the veginning of each 
year, and who shall hold office for one year, Itshall 
be the duty of said committee, when directed by the 
association so to do, to take up any report submitted 
by the committee on ethics and inyestigate the case 
submitted, according to the following rules: 

Five days notice shall be given toghe party com- 
plaining, to produce his witnesses béfore such com- 
mittee, and in case the committee proceeds without 
special complaint, such committee shall cause no- 
tice to appear, to be served on the witnesses upon 
whose testimony the accusation has been founded. 
A like notice of five days shall beservedin writing 
upon the attorney complained of, and at the ap- 
pointed time said committee shall hear all the facts 
and report the evideffve in full to this association. 

if the attorney charged is a member of this asso- 
ciation, and the evidence justifies it, he may be 
suspended or expelled es provided by the constitu- 
tion; or he may be honorably acquitted, If he is 
expelled, the association may proceed further, by 
resolution. ask ng the superior court to strike 
his name from the roll of attorneys as provided by 


law. 

If the attorney is nota membe? of this association 
and the evidence shows that he has been guilty of 
such conduct as would,-under the statutes and law 
of Georgia, authorize bis dismissal from the bar, 
this association shal! by resolution provide for the 
making of such accusation before the superior court 
as will, if found true, procure the striking of his 
name from the roll of attorneys of this state.

The next 
meeting will be held in the superior court 
room next Saturday morning at 10 o’clock.

One of the most important of them is that 
relating-to the building and loan associations. 
It is understood that there was quite a lengthy 
discussion over this, the committee agreeing 
finally to recommend the ¢xempticn from tax- 
ation of all the loan and building assoc‘ations 
oii all loans made upon real estate This does 
not include cash on hand or loans on personal 
property. 

“These associations,’’ said Mr. Jacob Hass, 
in explanation yesterday, “have done a great 
work for Atlanta and should be encouraged in 
every possible way. They are indispensably 
necassary to the development of a great city 
like Atianta.”’

“Ts that all?” 

“Well, it’s allthatthe committee did asa 
committee. We agreed, though, to take up 
the last year’s tax list and look over it in the 
meantime, and there may be then reboimmen- 
dations incorporated in the committce’s ro- 
port. For example, I sha!l recommend that 
the street: tax be reduced from $3.50 to $1, 
That matter didn’t come before the committee. 
You sec the rate is much higher than in any 
other city, at least as faryas iknow. It’s too 
high. That tax is laid upon all male persons 
over eighteen years of age,and toa creat many 
people that is a hard thing... It’s a fair 
estimate that three-fifths of the peeple evade 
the law. Last year there were only 4,000 re- 
turns when there should have been 10,000. 
Then if you don’t pay promptly here is this 
$1.0 for afifa. That means $1 for the mar 
shal and 50 cents forthe clerk. It goes with- 
out saying that a poor man is almost justitfia- 
bie in evading the law. It keeps a greatmany 
people from voting thatshould be allowed to 
vote. In most cities there is no.street tax.”’ 

‘What about the liquor tax ?” 

“Well, it is $15,000 more than the highest 
estimate that was put upon it, It will reach 
$69,000 “Then there is an aggregate ‘increase 
of a million and a halfin‘property, principally 
from new buildings, and to a less extent from 
an increase in the valuation of personal prop- 
erty by the assessors. The regular income 
will be $75,000 more than last year.’”’ 

‘Does that mean a surplus ?”’ 

“By nomeans. I don’t expect it, and don’t 
want it. We haye passed up this year $150,000 
in streets, deuble that of any previous year. 
The sewer appropriation doubles that cf last 
year. So withthe water works and the public 
schools. Ithink we can take up the $25,000 
bonds due on the Iistof January instead of 
issuing new ones, and still have plenty left for 
alll. necessary expenses. No, there wont 
be a surplus. We propose to boast of the 
permanent improvement that have been
